From the letter of a. friewd who happened to be a wit. 
ness of the coifvulsion which deatroyed Cenception, dated 
Talcabuana, Feb. 22d, we. gather the fullowing particulars. 
The vessel to whichvhe belonged, the William & Henry of 
Salem, anchored jn the day two lours before the first 
shock, on the miorving of Feb. 20—fortunately for her, 
uader the lee of an Island, The shock occurred at about 
eleven o clock, lasting about five minutes—the water re- 
treated from the bay, leaving vessels aground which had 
anchored in six fathoms of water.—It_ returned in. three 
rollers masthead high, overflowing the land and sweeping 
the ruins of Talcahuana, and three or four villages in the 
harbor—zo that what of the work of destruction was left 
undone by the earthquake, was campleted by the inuunda- 
tion. Household furoiture and ¢hattels were adrift in the 
the. artinles pished wp bythe William & 


fection of man’s reason in devisiig cunning ministers to 
his pleasure, and of the utter futility of its exercise before 
the wrath of the elements. A number of the residents who 
were on board the vessel, were horror struck upon the 
first indications of the earthquake—beating their breasts, 
and rending the air with frantic exclamations. Unlike 
other unfortunate peculiarities of diZerent climes, these 
convulsions never by recurrence,though sometimes occasion- 
ing but slight damage, inure the residents to any thing like 
fortitude on their threatened occurrence. On the conirary, 
aa a native advances in age, or an cmigrant lengthens his 
residence, his fear becomes more intense. 

Capt. Whitten, of the Cural, arrived at New Bedford on 
Saturday last, gave the Editors of that place an account, 
from which we extract the following. 

The Sth of March it was stated there that from 25 to 30 
towns, beside many small villages, between Conception} 
and the Cordilleras, were scenes of complete ruin. From) 
4 to 500 lives were lost just in thatsection of country, but 
probably thrice that number have been buried in the ruins. 

cahuaoa was not only shaken down, but the frag- 
ments‘of houses and stores were swept away by the sca, 
which roze twenty-five feet above the level, and over 
whelmed the whole place. Men, women and children, fled 
tothe mountains, but many were overtaken and swept to 
the oceon by the returning waves, which completed the 
destruction of the town. Conception is one heap of ruins; | 
being built principally of brick, there is not even one habi- 
table dwelling left standing withia the limits of the city, 
and for leagues around. 

Capt. Whitten represents the scene during the first shock 
as appalling. The trembling of every thing around—the 
boiling of the sea, as when water is heated over a fire—the 
earth opening wide, giving forth the most terrific moans, 
and laboring with internal fives—buildings tottering in 
every direction—and now whole blocks of brick buildings 
rock from their foundation. In their fall they meet others, 
and all,as if locked in death, sink, with a tremendous
